Refuse Hay, Straw Litter, and Other 
Rubbish Can Be Utilized in O r­ 
chard and Garden. 


TREATING HOGS WITH WORMS 


Prescription Given for Pig Weighing 
About 100 Pounds— Give Salt, Sul­ 
phur and Charcoal. 


To ex pel worms from h ogs th e fol­ 
lowing prescription is righ t for a pig 
weigh ing about 100 pounds: Santonin, 
five grains; calomel, two grains; a reca 
nut, two grains; sodium bicarbonate, 
one dram. 
Keep th e h ogs off fetal 
for about 12 h ours apd give th e dose 
in a slop of middlings. 
Th e evening 
of th e same day give a mash of wh eat 
bran. 
Th is will 
tlush 
th e bowels. 
Gath er all worms and burn th em. 
Worms often are th e forerunner of 
disease. 
If a h og or pig h as a big appetite 
and th riftless condition, with dry dead 
h air, it is a good indication of th e 
presence of worms. 
Salt and sulph ur ami ch arcoal sh ould 
be kept in every pigpen and pig y ard 
so th e pigs can h elp th emselves. 
Th is is a corrective and a preven­ 
tive of worms. 


Th e value of refuse h ay . straw lit- 
t**r and oth er rubbish for vegetable 
matter on orch ard and garden soil 
h as h ardly been realized. Much of th is 
material goes to waste every y ear th at 
migh t l» e used to enrich th e garden and 
orch ard soil. 
Now is th e time to apply such ma­ 
terials to th e soil, as it will take some 
time for it to decay and be of use to 
th e soil. 
By apply ing th is fall and 
turning it under th e soil will be re­ 
vived and enrich ed and h ence made 
ready for preparation and planting 
nex t spring. 
Most gardens could be made far 
more productive th an th ey h ave been. 
To do th is it will be necessary to 
begin o n time. 
Humus is th e greatest 
need in most instances, for with out 
it little can be done in good prepara­ 
tion and ample cultivation. 
Barny ard manure is better th an 
waste litter, straw, etc., but manure 
is generally scarce, not enough being 
available to improve th e soil on most 
farms. 
To supplement 
manure 
all 
waste vegetable matter sh ould be used.

COLTS RESPOND TO FEEDING 


Size of Animal Determined First Win- 
‘ 
ter After Weaning— Aim to Build 
Up Big Frame. 


No farm animal will pay more for 
abundant feeding th an th e colt. 
Th e 
first winter after weaning, th e ulti­ 
mate size of th e colt is largely deter­ 
mined. We understand th at th e French 
Perch eron breeders feed as much as 
ten pounds daily of bran and oats to 
th eir wean Hug colts. 
*Th e object of feeding ih e weanling 
colt is to induce th e formation of a 
big frame, with h eavy muscling. Our 
aim is not fat. 
Th erefore, we prefer 
to feed some bran, oil meal, and oats 
in connection with corn. For th is rea­ 
son, also, we prefer a good q uality of 
clover or alfalfa h ay to timoth y h ay . 
In connection with timoth y or corn 
stover, we would feed a mix ture of five 
parts of corn, th ree parts of oats, th ree 
parts of bran, and two parts of oil

BIG TRUTH IN "LOAFER LAND” 


Job of Clearing Fields of Stumps Can 
Be Done on Day s When Other 
W o rk Is Not Pressing. 


Every body h ates a loafer around 
wh o consumes with out giving any ­ 
th ing in return. 
United States agri­ 
cultural department, in naming stump 
land "loafer land,” h as struck upon a 
big truth th at every farmer sh ould 
take into consideration. 
Men wh o h ave made careful study 
of th e situation claim th at every 12- 
ineh stump on y our place wa« tes 100 
.sq uare feet of land. At first th is state­ 
ment may seem somewh at surprising 
and many farmers seem to feel th at 
by pasturing th eir stump land th ere is 
no waste at all. 
Th is is poor figuring, say s California 


Jf th e standing corn in th e field is 
frosted it sh ould be cut as q uickly as 
possible, or it will cause a great loss 
of plant food. 
— 
An ex pert say s; 
“Th e effect of a 
h ard or black frost in freezing th e 
cells of th e corn fodder, causes th e 
breaking of th e individual cells and 
th e evaporation of sap th at sh ould be 
left in th e stalks and leaves. 
Th e 
leaves turn 
wh ite and become so 
brittle th at in h andling most of th e 
leaves and a portion of th e stalk will 
be lost. 
Th e corn on th e ear will be­ 
come soft and will only be fit for feed­ 
ing to h ogs and cattle as it will not 
keep any length of time.” 
An auth ority say s: “If frosted corn 
is to be put into th e silo, it sh ould be 
cut as q uickly as possible and, if 
rath er dry , well watered as it Is put 
in th e silo. Th e silage sh ould be well 
packed, to ex clude th e air. After th e 
silage is all in, let it settle for a few 
day s, th en sow oats q uite th ick over 
th e silage. 
Th e oats will germinate 
in a few day s and make sufficient 
growth to protect th e silage. Th e oats 
make a better cover th an earth or 
boards and can 
be easily removed 
wh en th e silage is to be used.” 


A good deal h as been said about 
weeds and all will agree th at th ey are 
most undesirable. 
No one cares to 
grow th em in crops and y et th ey grow, 
and th at lux uriantly , if unrestrained. 
Keeping ah ead of th e weeds req uires 
perseverance and a correct knowledge 
of th e best way to keep th eiu down.

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The pasnover referred t«j in verse 1 
was the lust one ere lie In id down 
His life as Christ our passover sacri­ 
ficed for us and concerning w hich He 
said, “ I have heartily desired to cat 
this passover with you before I suffer” 
(I Cor. v. 7 ; Luke xxii. 15. margin). 
Only six days before that the events of 
tbls evening transpired. 
Ue is again 
in tbe borne in Bethany to w hich He 
loved to < ome. and they ma«le Him a 
supper at which Martha served, and 
Mary must surely have helped, too, as 
well as doing tbe other great thing 
recorded in our lesson. 
Lazarus, wlm 
bad been three or four days In para­ 
dise, was there. too, but we have no 
record of any utterance from him after 
bis return. 
It must Lave been with 
him, as with Paul, that it w?as not 
possible for him to utter what be ba«l 
seen and heard «11 <’or. xii, 4, margin). 
Mary, whose custom was to sit at Ifis 
feet and hear His word whenever she 
could find the opportunity, had evi­ 
dently taken it into her heart that be­ 
cause of the cruel death He was to 
suffer no friends could be near Him at 
that time and had therefore obtained 
some very costly ointment of spikenard 
w ith which to anoint Him beforehand 
if she should find opportunity. 
The 
occasion had now* come and she was 
ready for it. 
He will never fail to pro­ 
vide the opportunity for those who de­ 
sire to minister to Him. 
Putting the accounts in Matthew. 
Mark and .lohn together we learn that 
she poured the ointment on His head 
and on llis feet and wiped Ilis feet 
with her hair. 
Because Luke does not 
mention this anointing, but does speak 
of mii anointing and f«*et washing with 
tears in the house of a certain Simon 
by a woman who was a sinner, some 
have thought that Luke described this 
anointing by Mary, but the incidents 
are w holly different, at a different time 
in His ministry and under altogether 
different circumstances. 
The name of 
the woman in the incident in Luke Is 
not given, and we have no reason to 
give her a name. 
The Lord lias left 
her unnamed. 
Let us also do so, while 
we thank God for her salvation. 
Re­ 
turning to the incident of our lesson, 
we note that the house was filled with 
the odor of t he ointment (verse ,*1). We 
I think of the sweet i> erfume that filled 
: the holy place where priests mlnis- 
| tered to the Lord day by day, and we 
remember that the sacrifice of Christ 
j Himself was unto God an odor of a 
; sweet smell, and our service unto Him 
! is spoken of in the same words (Eph. 
! v, ii, It. V.; Phil, iv, 18). 
It should greatly cheer tis to know’ 
I that He looks upon our ministry in this 
I way. 
lie who reads the heart spoke 


of Mary's ministry as a gbo«T work: 
wrought on Him and an anointing of 
His body beforehand for Ilis burial, 
and added that wherever the gospel 
should be preached In all the world 
this would be her memorial (Mark xiv, 
fl-9). 
Judas and gome of the others 
were indignant and said, “To what 
purpose Is this waste? 
This ointment 
might have l«oen sold for more than 
300 pence and given to the poor.” Ju d a s 
cared not for the poor, but he was 
the treasurer and a thief (verses 4-0; 
Matt, xxvi, 8, S); Mark xiv, 4. 5). 
We 
are not surprised at his finding fault, 
but it seems unlike true disciples to 
call anything done for tbe Lord a 
waste. 
Yet then* are many professed 
followers today who seem to think it 
ah light to spend all they wish oil 
themselves,, but to give to the Lord by 
giving to tin* poor or to missions is in 
tLuir eyes at leftst unprofitable. 
How 
comforting it must have been to Mary 
t«i have Him say. “ Let her alone: she 
hath «lone what she could!” (Mark xiv, 
b-8.) 
In much service for Him w’e 
may not have the approval of the lead­ 
ers in church work, but if He approves 
that is all w«* should desire, taking as 
our motto II Tim. ii. 15, with the stand 
taken by Paul in Gal. i. 10; Thess. ii. 
4. 
It is most interesting to note that 
Mary «»!' Ih tliany was the only woman 
who anointed His lrody for burial. Oth- 
«*r women bought spices for that pur­ 
pose w hen it was too late, but never 
us«*«l them, for He had risen when 
they reaclmd the tomb (Luke xxiii, 55, 
5(5; xxiv, 1-3). 
Xicodemus provided 
about a hundred pounds weight of 
myrrh and aloes, in which he and Jo ­ 
seph w rapped up the body when they 
lovingly lai«l it in the new’ sepulcher 
in the garden, wherein w as never man 
yet) lai«l (John xix. 38-42). 
In Martha, Mary and Lazarus on this 
occasion may be seen by combining 
them what a well rounded Christian 
life ought to I**. 
In Martha there is 
«juiet ministry without being cumbered; 
in Mary tbe worship of true and be­ 
lieving devotion, w hich is always cost­ 
ly. for even David said, “ I will not 
offer unto the Ix> r«l my God that which 
doth cost me nothing” (II Sam. xxiv, 
24). In Lazarus there is the power of 
a resurrection life, because by reason 
of him many of tbe Je w s went aw’av 
and believed on Jesus, but the chief 
priests consulted to put Lazarus again 
to death (verses 10, 11). 
Many came 
together at this time simply to see a 
man alive who had be«*n dead and not 
for Je su s’ sake only (verse 0). 
It Is 
well when our motto in all things is 
“ For Je su s’ sake only,” willing to be 
always dtdivered to «leafh f«*r Je su s’ 
sake that the life of Jesu s may be 
made manifest in tmr mortal bodies. 
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gers. so that there would be no man- 
smell clinging to the death-baits. 
Be­ 
fore sundow’n Sandy set out at right- 
angles over the plain, planting the 
baits. 
Most of them he hung to low 
bushes. 
Others he dropped in worn 
rabbit and caribou trails. Then he re­ 
turned to the creek and cooked his sup­ 
per.
